Declaring that his removal by Gor- 
ernor Smith from the office of compiler 
of cvlonial, revolutionary and confed- 
erate records was done solely for politi- 
cal revenge, former Governor W. J. 
Northen has issued a ringing statement 
in which he deals unsparingly with 
what he terms the governor's high- 
handed assumption of authority. 

Governor Northen declares that if 
Governor Smith had dismissed him and 
appointed a competent maninhis place 
he would have “nursed his humiliation 
in silence and without a single word 
of criticism,” but when he (the zgov- 
ernor) secks “for his own political se- 
curity to abrogate and annul a regu- 
larly ordained statute of the state in 
order to remove me from service, I can- 
not hesitate to enter my protest against 
such alarming usurpation of political 
power.” 

In addition to dealing with Governor 
Smith's action in stopping work on the 
compilation of the records on October 
31, Governor Northen also has a word 
to say about the action of the roster 
commission, which. also dismissed him 
from the

The Statement. 

Governor Northens statement, which 
is interesting from beginning to end, 
follows: — 

“Political controversies, in which the

“More than three months ago it be- 
came definitely known to me that Gov- 
ernor Smith had determined to remove 
me from service as compiler of state 
records, If the governor, for just 
cause and under authority of law, had 
dismissed me and appointed a compe- 
tent man to succeed me as compiler of 
state records, I would have nursed my 
humiliation in silence and without a 
single word of criticism upon him, or 
appeal to the public for sympathy in 
my misfortune. 

“But when the governor sees fit, pos- 
sibly as security for his own political 
future, to attempt 
annul a regularly ordained statute of 
the state in order to remove me from 
service, 1 cannot hesitate to enter my 
positive protest against such alarming 
usurpation of politit@al power, however 
large or smal! the personal element in 
the controversy may appear to be. 
Whilst I constantly expected to be re-l 
moved, it never occurred to me for a 
moment that I was s@ firmly fixed in 
service that it would require the ab- 
rogation of a state law to accomplish 
my dismissal.

It would be proper to sub- 
mit these questions to a primary elec- 
tion in order that it may be settleg by 
the white voters of the state. It is 
true that nothing is settled which is 
not settled right and any solution 
of the liquor question which is 
not backed up by a vote of the people 
at the polls will fall short of being 
decisive and permanent. This was 
the method adopted in Alabama and 
Texas and Maine. The people of 
Georgia have never voted upon this 
question and it is high time that the 
issue be put before them. 

It is also true that the members 
from the smaller counties on the ex- 
ecutive committee voteg against this 
question because they feareq the big 
cities would roll up heavy majorities 
for local option. They wanted to 
thrust the county unit plan between 
the people and the issue. The commit- 
tee adopted the county unit plan in 
nominating a governor and it did not 
seem to be willing to submit this pro- 
hibition question straight to the peo- 
ple. But gome day it will have to be 
done and the sooner we come to it the 
better. You can’t block all the people 
all the time. The majority poll in the 
end must avail ang in this instance it 
lodks as if the popular vote ought to 
prevail. Some day the issue.is going 
to be settled that way, and why not 
now’? People have a way of register-

New York, November ~The ad- 
vance in stocks,- which proceeded vigor- 
ously yesterday, was continued during 
the greater part of today’s trading. 
Buying for the long account was re- 
sumed in an aggressive way, and there 
was further extensive covering of short 
contracts. Prices of most of the active 
stocks were elevated a point or two 
after an early period of hesitation. But 
the range of quotations thus establish- 
ed represented such an unusuat gain in 
the last two days, and the pronts to 
be had were so ailuring to buil traders, 
that realizing sales were conducted on 
a heavy scale. The market wavered, 
and then, late in the afternoon, broke, 
losing the greater part of the day’s 
gains Some of the active issues, in- 
cluding United States Steel, Amalga- 
mated Copper, St Paul, the Hill BLOCKS, 
Reading and Canadian Vacific, closed 
with small net losses. 

The reaction from the top prices of 
the day was regarded as only a nat- 
ural movement, after the rapid rise, 
and, apparently, did not shake .the 
confidence of the bull party. The com- 
pleteness of the change in the charac- 
ter of the market, nevertheless, indi- 
cated that the buying had been largely 
of a professional character, so that the 
list was left without effective support 
when realizing was in progress. It 
was apparent that little public buying 
had resulted from the bullish demon- 
stration. There was some .short sell- 
ing on the decline by professional 
traders, who regarded a reaction at 
this time as justified by the recent 
course of speculation. 

American Smelting was the conspic- 
uous sly strong stock in the list. It rose 
3% points to 683 On Monday this 
stock sold at 5934, The demand for 
this stock was steady and heavy. Al- 
though it sold off with the market, late 
in the day it quic ‘kly rebounded. The 
extensive rise in this issue seemed to 
be due largely to.the rout of the short 
interest, which is reported to have 
reached unvsually large proportions. 

Trading in Upited States Steel was 
on a considerably smaller scale. The 
industrials, as a whole, showed more 
instances of pronounced strength than 
did the railroad list, owing perhaps to 
the frequency of reports of improving 
trade conditions. These reports within 
the past few days have taken more 
definite form than for several months, 
and have aroused hopes for a genera!)

I get so many letters asking for ad- 
vice about using for breeding purposes 
birds that have been ill that I desire 
to make myself plain in the matter. I 
have claimed for years that it was poor 
judgment to breed from any birds that 
had ever been seriously ill. I would 
not apply this so broadly as I did a few 
years back, but in general it holds as 
good today as ever. I have seen no 
reason to change my mind in this mat- 
ter, There are exceptions to the rule, 
but.it Is so hard to know when to use 
apparently cured birds thatI advise its 
adoption by the farmer breederas well 
as the backyard fancier. There are a 
collection of diseases of digestion that 
spoil a male or female for future breed- 
ing. Indigestiony long lived as it may 
be, enlarged or fatty liver, or irrita- 
tion of the small bowels, seldom are 
discovered by the every-day hen raiser 
in time to save the bird for profitable 
purposes. Hens and pullets that are so 
fed and cared for as to become baggy 
with fat are almost always unfit for 
use in the breeding flock. In _ fact, 
many of these hens go light in late 
winter or early spring, and take them- 
selves out of the problem, It would be 
better for the h »h of your birds if 
more sick hens i..gered less months. 

A common disease affecting fertility 
is roup in its varied forms. A male 
that has ever been badly sick with roup 
should never be put at the head of a 
pen or flock. There is no disease that 
leaves a deeper stain on health than 
roup. If the bird has not entirely re- 
covered, and who can say that anyone 
ever did, what will the spring tell as 
the result of setting ithose eggs? Fer- 
tility will be low, getms weak, chicks 
small and frail. Few will survive the 
troubles of chickenhood. : 

A whole year’s work is sometimes 
lost by attempting to do the very thing 
I am telling you to avoid. Even the 
severe fall colds are not to be forgot- 
ten in considering health and fertility. 
It is not always easy to divide the 
cases of roup from those called “colds.” 
Probably many mild cases of roup are 
classed as catarrh or fall colds. In 
the rush to get winter eggs the pullets 
are pushed for egg production. The 
eggs may come, nearly an egg a day 
for months. Then the birds begin to 
let up in ege yield, grow yellow in 
comb and wattles and about hatching 
time the eggs are below par in all that 
builds up a sturdy chick. The eggs are 
usually weak in fertility and poor ar- 
ticles to fill a “hennes.” 

Poultry raisers cannot be too par- 
ticular in breeding from those birds 
that have been the well ones from 
chickhood up to full maturity. Weed

that have taken your time and thought 
in the effort to cure disease. There 
are birds in every flock that have been 
free from suspicion of past illness, and 
they are the ones 1 recommend you tv 
wse in your matings next ,spring. 

In Dixie, January, December 15 would 
be better, to mate for the bulk of 
the spring’s hatching. Cull closely of 
the class of birds I have been consid- 
ering. If in doubt as to the merit of 
any Single bird let the doubt settle the 
matter by rejecting that bird as one 
of your breeders. Spectal care is need- 
ed in selecting a male that is free from 
the weakness induced by past illness. 
One or two doubtful females will make 
trouble enough the coming spring, but 
the male heading the flock can upset 
all cherished plans of the season. If 
his influence extends to every egg you 
set, and his vitality is low, you may 
find your hen fever on the wane. 

Let every bird in your mating. be 
sturdy, active, red-blooded in every 
vein. If you Know the past history 
of everyone to be the kind I have 
been advocating, you can set their eggs 
with the expectation of roundine out 
next fall some pullets and cockerels 
that will be better than the average 
hen-man or woman owns.
